The total output of Oranges for 


Southern California in 1901 was 21,175 
carloads. The world has never before 
witnessed the concentration 
of so 


much capital, energy and enterprise 
upon an equal area of agricultural 
lands in the space of a decade as that 
lavished with so much success upon 
the citrus territory of Southern Cal- 
ifornia. Ten years ago the orange 
industry was fairly in its experimen- 
tal stage; ten years ago began the

is a tract of 4,000 acres of fine wh':at 
land farmed by one rancher. 
By the 


use of a modern traction engine this 
farmer expects to cultivate, seed and 
harvest and thresh the cereal crop of 
this tract, requiring the labor of four 
men annually to do the work. 
A ten 


acre orange grove requires the con- 
stant labor of one man to irrigate, 
cultivate, harvest and pack the crop 
that is produced every year. 
Thus 


the complement of the 4,000-acre tract 
of orange trees is 400 men, as against 
four for the farm tract of equal area. 
As the southern orange grower has 
taken the contract to sell his own 
fruit in co-operation with his asso- 
ciates 
and 
makes 
big money by 


attending to this business, as well 
as that of growing the fruit, it is safe 
to say that <>0() helpers are required 
in all the departments of the business 
tu care for the 4,(KK) acres of orange 
groves in question. From this typical 
example of industrial California, and. 
its contrast with plain farming one 
may understand the principal cause 
of the progress Southern California 
has made in population and wealth 
during the last decade.

Without giving up my attempt to 


sketch the latest experiences in or- 
ange culture, it may be stated that 
the south has practically settled upon

sports and in many cases a full com- 
plement of typical trees.

in budding over ofl' quality Waslfing- 
ton Navel trees, but the progress 
of today recognizes yery little necessi- 
ty of starting an orchard subject to 
this fault. Perhaps these weaknesses 
in this variety have caused its utter 
failure in Florida, and this may be 
another case of compensation.

THE TRICE STOCK AND ORCHARD 


FORMATION. 


The stock now being planted is al- 


most universally first class. The mis- 
takes made in planting scrub trees 
were in evidence years ago, and the 
lesison has been so impressed upon the 
orchardists that the nurserymen sel- 
dom advertise or attempt to sell poor 
trees. There is nothing new in the 
practice of preparing the ground for 
trees. 
Experience has shown that 


the 
land 
must 
be 
graded 
with 


special reference to its 
irrigation. 


There 
are 
many 
misfit orchards 


among the oldest plantations in this 
respect, entailing great loss in the 
congestion of fertilizers, inequalities 
in irrigation and impossible irrigation 
in some cases. The intelligent plan- 
ter no longer prepares his land im- 
properly or by fixed rule, but propor- 
tions his grade as far as possible to 
the character of his soil and the meth- 
ods of irrigation he wishes to use. 


SOMETHING NEW IN CULTIVATION. 
There is something new in cultiva- 


tion. Last year Southern California 
grew the largest and the least resis- 
tant crop of oranges yet produced. 
Among the other reasons given for 
this is shallow cultivation, and follow- 
ing, 
shallosv irrigation. In the wake 


of these extremely dry seasons came 
a persistant hardpan, even in alluvial 
soil. 
This produced a tendency to 


strangulation of the deeper roots and 
a consequent activity of the surface 
feeders. 
These surface roots were 


fed 
the 
fertilizers the whole root 


should have had, and being constantly 
stimulated by irrigation, constantly 
stirred to hardpan by the teeth of 
the cultiuator and scalded by the hot 
sun, tho functions of the entire tree 
were in a state of unrest and gradual 
impoteuey. 


It if impossible that this constant 


arresting and forcing of the develop- 
ment of the fruit caused the sweeten- 
ing of the pulp observed in October, 


n the question of marketing you 


have htard a greater voice than mine, 
one that has been heard all along the 
coast and its influence felt. It is not 
boasting to say that Southern Califor- 
nia has set the pace for co-operative 
effort among all farming commun- 
ities.

THAT PACIFIC CABLE 


Aackay Dow Not Want a Competing 


Government Enterprise 


The flght against 
tho 
government 


ownership of the Pacific cable Is get- 
ting rather hot in Washington. John 
W. IVfackay and his associates some 
{ime ago offered to build a cable with- 
out government aid or subsidy, arid In 
the face of that fact the Committee 
on Commerce of the House reported a 
bill providing for government con- 
struction and ownership of the cable. 
Thereupon Mnrkay, learning that Con- 
gress, considered his proposition mere 
ilde promises, went at, and made a 
contract with the government, binding 
himself to carry out his promises, 
jhis contract Mackay has filed with 
the 
Attorney-General, and it pro- 


vided that the government shall lease 
to the cable company an office in the 
genpral postofllce building in Honolulu, 
and in return for this valid considera- 
tion, 
the 
company covenants 
and 


agrees: 


First—To charge the public 50 cents 


a word between California and Hono- 
lulu for the first two ypars, with a 
reduction to 35 cents a word thereaf- 
ter; to charge not exceeding $1 a word 
between 
California and 
Manila or 


China; to accept such rates for govern- 
ment 
messages as the Postmaster- 


General shall annually fix. 


Second—To complete a cable to Hon- 


olulu on or before January 1, 1903.) 
and 
to the Philippines 
within two 


years thereafter. 


Third—To let the cable touch only 


Am«>riran soil, if that be physically 
possible. 


Fourth—To flfll the cable to the gov- 


ernment, I* ever the government should 
want It at Its appraised value.

SATURDAY. 


SENATE.—During the entire session j 


the Senate had under consideration tho 
bill establishing a permanent census 
office. 


The great, contest of the day was 


over the transfer to the. classified serv- 
ice of the employes of the census of- 
fice, who are to be retained In the 
permanent establishment. It. Involves 
the entire civil service question, and 
Ihe debate covered much of the ground 
that, heretofore has been gone ovet- 
In Congressional debate. 


MONDAY.

Census Bureau permanent, and after 
debate was passed.

Nordenfelt gun: providing for the re- 
tirement of petty officers and enlisted 
men of the navy; tn provide for the ex- 
tension of the charters of national 
banks, Mr. Aldrich, chairman of 
the 


Finance Committee, 
explaining that 


the measure extended no new privil- 
eges to national banks, but simply en- 
abled those whose charters were about 
to expire to renew them quickly; au- 
thorizing the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue to return bank checks, drafts, 
certificates of deposit and orders for 
the payment of money having im- 
printed thereon stamps, to the owners 
thereof; to place Henry Biederhlck, J. 
R. Frederick, Francis Long and Mau- 
rice Cornell, survivors 
of the Lady 


Franklin Bay expedition, on the re- 
tired list of the army. 


The Senate then, at 4:47 o'clock p. 


m., went irito executive session, and 
at 4:55 o'clock adjourned. 


HOUSE.—After some minor Inisi- 


ness had been cleared away, Mr. Dal- 
/ell, from the Committee on Rules, 
presented 
the special order agreed 


upon by that committee. Mr. Dalzell 
explained the effect of the rule.

nut Bend, Ark., and if such danger 
exists to present an estimate of cost to 
avert the danger. 


Mr. McEnery of Louisiana, offered a

Spanish Treaty Claims Commission 
certain powers proposed by circuit and 
district courts of the United States. 


Mr. Quarles of Wisconsin made an 


effort to rescue consideration of the 
Census fijll, and it was agreed that the 
bill would be considered Friday. 


Discussion of the 
Philippine Tariff 


Bill was resumed, and occupied the at- 
tention of the Senate for the remainder 
of the day. 


HOUSE.—A bill called up by thp Ju- 


diciary Committee to clothe the Span- 
ish Claims Commission with power to 
compel I.IIK attendance 
of witnesses, 
and the} production of papers ttnd to 
provide for contempt, produced some 
discussion. Mr. Ray, chairman of the 
committee, declared that the commis- 
sion which was to pass upon claims 
ngainst the government aggregating 
$75.000,000, had not today as much au- 
thority as a justice of the peace. 


After some further debate, Mr. Jen- 


kins of Wisconsin demanded the pre- 
vious question, which was ordered by 
132 to SO. 


Mr. Moody of Massachusetts moved 


to recommit the bill, with instructions 
to strike from it the provision giving 
the commission power to punish wit- 
nesses for contempt. The motion was 
lost, and the bill passed. 


The Senate bill to pay the claims of 


artillery and cavalry officers and pri- 
vate soldiers of the Confederate army 
for horses, side arms and baggage al- 
leged to have been taken from thtm by 
Federal troops in violation 
of 
the 


terms of the surrender of the Confed- 
erate armies, was considered. 
After 


limiting the sum to be pnid under the 
provisions of the bill to $50,000, it was 
passed. 


When tho Committee on the Election 


of President, Vice-President, and Rep- 
resentatives in Congress w;is called, 
Mr. Corliss cu'.lcd up the joint resolu- 
tion proposing a Constitutional amend- 
ment to provide for the election of 
Senators of the United Stales by popu- 
lar vote. The resolution was adopted 
without a dissenting vote. 


FRIDAY. 


SMXATK.—At the opening of

Milk-Fed Poultry 


In some of 
the 
eastern 
markets 


fowls labeled "milk-fed chickens" are 
attracting much attention, says the 
Dairy Produce and Review. There is 
no doubt but what profit may be made 
1-y dairymen if they wBuld add poultry 
to their farms, feeding them skimmed 
11 nd sour milk, with an occasional feed 
of sweet milk. Of course, milk must 
not be tho exclusive diet, but it may 
he fed alone, and also used with the 
mixed food production, with a 
fair 


amount of grain in variety fed between 
times, there is nothing better than 
milk. It seems to keep the fowls In 
perfect, condition for laying even when 
they are given considerable) quantities 
of fattening foods. 
In fi-odin.it milk to 


cnickeiiH for market it is used in con- 
nection with fattening foods and the 
birds are kept in large coops for two 
weeks. Thus confined, the milk en- 
aides the birds to take on fat quickly, 
which is not the case when they are 
on the range or even when In houses 
where there is room for exercise.
